Dutch Queen Beatrix 
announces 18 billion 
euro cuts 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — In her annual address 
to parliament Queen Beatrix 
of the Netherlands outlined 
the government's plans for 
drastic budget cuts to cope 
with the persistent European 
debt crisis. The city of The 
Hague, Holland's political 
capital, witnessed the annual 
Budget Day ceremonies. 

Queen Beatrix, accompa¬ 
nied by Crown Prince Willem 
Alexander and his wife 
Princess Maxima, rode 
through the historic center of 
the city from the Noordeinde 
palace to the Knights' Hall in 
the Golden Coach, as the ro¬ 
yals do every third Tuesday 
in September. 

Tens of thousands lined the 
route amid increased security, 
following last year's incident 
when an anti-royal activist 
threw a small tea-light glass 
and damaged the coach. Fol¬ 
lowing the short ride through 
The Hague, the Queen ad¬ 
dresses a joint session of both 
houses of parliament. 

The monarch's speech, 
written by Prime Minister 
Rutte's center, outlined a raft 
of economies aimed at pro¬ 
ducing 18,000 million euros 
in savings. The national 


budget deficit is expected to 
rise to 2.9 percent next year, 
just 0.1 below the limit set for 
euro currency countries like 
the Netherlands. 

Individual households will 
experience a one percent re¬ 
duction of their purchasing 
power in 2012. "The govern¬ 
ment is no longer able to 
soften the blows dealt by a 
shrinking economy," Finance 
Minister Jan Kees de Jager 
wrote in the 2012 Budget. 

There are also grounds for 
optimism, Queen Beatrix 
said. "Our starting position is 
positive. The government is 
looking forward to an in¬ 
volved and open exchange of 
views," she told the joint 
Upper and Lower House 
meeting in the Knights' Hall. 
"We would like to work with 
you towards solutions which 
are widely accepted." 

The queen is officially part 
of the government, but she 
has no formal political role. 

In the course of the after¬ 
noon, Finance Minister Jan 
Kees de Jager presented the 
traditional suitcase contai¬ 
ning next year's budget to the 
Lower House, followed by a 
general debate on the propos¬ 
als.

Karzai: Rabbani killing won't 
halt Afghan progress 



NEW YORK(AFP) - Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai said 
Tuesday in his first reaction to 
the assassination of ex-presi¬ 
dent Burhanuddin Rabbani 
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that Afghans would not be de¬ 
flected from their "path" to¬ 
wards peace. 

Rabbani was an "Afghan 
patriot who sacrificed his life," 
Karzai said during talks with 
US President Barack Obama 
in New York hours after the 
former Afghan leader was 
killed by a Taliban suicide 
bomber in Kabul. 

"This will not deter us from 
continuing down the path we 
have started," said Karzai, 
who also thanked Obama for 
his expressions of condolence. 

Obama called Rabbani’s 
death a "tragic loss" and 
"tragic news" as he met Karzai 
during his trip to New York for 
the United Nations General 
Assembly. 

"He was a man who cared 
very deeply about 
Afghanistan." 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Texas 
Governor Rick Perry slammed 
President Barack Obama's 
"appeasement" of Palestinians 
as dangerous and naive on 
Tuesday, in his first major for¬ 
eign policy address since 
emerging as the top Republi¬ 
can White House hopeful. 

Seizing on the diplomatic 
conflagration over UN recog¬ 
nition of Palestinian state¬ 
hood, Perry blasted Obama for 
not being strong enough in his 
support of Israel and allowing 
the Palestinian bid to proceed. 

Making his foreign-policy 
debut, Perry seemed stiff and 
awkward as he read from a 
prepared statement about the 
nuances of Mideast politics, in 
a sharp contrast to his usually 
relaxed speaking style. 

But he made an impas¬ 
sioned appeal to Jewish vot¬ 
ers, vowing to be a stalwart 
supporter of Israel if he suc¬ 
ceeds in unseating Obama, 


"We both believe that de¬ 
spite this incident that we will 
not be deterred from creating 
a path whereby Afghans can 
live in freedom, safety, secu¬ 
rity and prosperity," Obama 
said. 

Rabbani was killed at his 
Kabul home by a Taliban sui¬ 
cide bomber who had con¬ 
cealed explosives in a turban. 

He was last year appointed 
chief of the Afghan High 
Peace Council that Karzai 
tasked with negotiating with 
the Taliban and his death is the 
most high-profile political as¬ 
sassination since the 2001 US- 
led invasion. 

In the aftermath of the 
killing, Karzai's office an¬ 
nounced that the president was 
cutting short his visit to the 
United states and returning to 
Afghanistan. 


who has had a rockier rela¬ 
tionship with Israel than other 
recent US presidents. 

"As a Christian, I have a 
clear directive to support Is¬ 
rael," Perry told his audience, 
who included a number of 
bearded Orthodox Jews. 

Besieged with questions 
after his speech, Perry even 
endorsed Israel's controversial 
policy of building Jewish set¬ 
tlements in the Palestinian ter¬ 
ritories. 

Washington has considered 
the Israeli settlements illegal 
for more than 40 years, main¬ 
taining that position through 
both Democratic and Republi¬ 
can administrations, including 
that of George W. Bush. 

Tensions over Mideast pol¬ 
itics have flared this week as 
Palestinian president Mahmud 
Abbas is preparing to submit a 
bid for United Nations recog¬ 
nition of Palestinian state¬ 
hood.

Obama meets interim 
Libyan leader 



UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
US President Barack Obama 
on Tuesday met Libya's in¬ 
terim leader Mustafa Abdel 
Jalil for the first time, and said 
the world would stand with his 
liberated country as it solidi¬ 
fies its freedom. 

The president met the 
leader of the National Transi¬ 
tional Council on the sidelines 
of the UN General Assembly 
in New York, ahead of talks 
between the United States and 
its allies on Libya's future. 

In the international meet¬ 
ing, Obama called on those 
fighters still supporting ousted 
leader Moamer Kadhafi to lay 
down their arms, warning that 
the NATO mission in the 
country would continue. 

With the new Libyan flag 
flying over the United Nations 
building in New York, Obama 
also announced the return of 
the US ambassador to Tripoli 
and that the US flag would be 
raised again over a reopened 
American embassy. 

"Today, the Libyan people 
are writing a new chapter in 


the life of their nation. After 
four decades of darkness, they 
can walk the streets, free from 
a tyrant," he told the meeting, 
also attended by the country's 
interim leaders. 

Credit for the "liberation of 
Libya, belongs to the people of 
Libya," he insisted, but 
stressed the international com¬ 
munity was not pulling out yet. 

"Libya is a lesson in what 
the international community 
can achieve when we stand to¬ 
gether as one," he said. 

"Important, too, is how this 
effort succeeded — thanks to 
the leadership and contribu¬ 
tions of many nations. The 
United States was proud to 
play a decisive role, especially 
in the first days, and then in a 
supporting capacity." 

"This is how the interna¬ 
tional community should work 
in the 21st century." 

But Obama said it was an 
international effort, paying 
tribute to the Arab League and 
to NATO, which led a military 
coalition of nearly 20 coun¬ 
tries.

Department for Labor 
Progress Announces 
New Procedures 


ORANJESTAD - There are 
currently three departments 
within the Department for 
Labor Progress (DPL), 
namely, Job Center, Man¬ 
power Planning, and the de¬ 
partment for Admissions. 

The Department of Ad¬ 
missions is charged with pro¬ 
viding advice regarding the 
petitions for the admission of 
foreigners. This Department 
is announcing that as of Oc¬ 
tober 1 st, 2011 there will be a 
new procedure in place for 
said foreign petitions for ad¬ 
mission. 

The new procedure dic¬ 
tates that every employer 
who submits a petition for 
admission to DPL either as a 
firstime request for a foreign 
worker or for an extension of 
a permit or for any change on 
a permit, must also submit 
proof of capability, specific 
work knowledge and/or ex¬ 
perience, all diplomas and 
certificates. 

The only exception in this 
rule is for certain jobs like 
cleaning, etc. 


One of the objectives of 
this ruling is to have a much 
better control on the entire 
process with respect to em¬ 
ploying foreign workers on 
the island. 

In this manner they can 
ensure that the best employ¬ 
ees are being employed, and 
they can control if indeed and 
in fact the individual is truly 
capable for the job for which 
he is being admitted. DPL 
also emphasizes to all her 
clients that it is imperative 
that all documents be care¬ 
fully and correctly filled in 
before submitting them. Doc¬ 
uments not complete or 
faulty will not be handled... 
they will be returned to the 
employer. 

To facilitate the process 
DPL has a special checklist 
attached to the admissions 
document, which explains all 
the requirements and docu¬ 
ments needed. All forms are 
available at the front desk of 
DPL as well as on the web at 
www.dpl.aw which can be 
easily downloaded.

Prof. Dr. Ryan R. Peterson - Looking 
Beyond the Boundaries for Bold 
Innovation 


ORANJESTAD - In a new 
normal of continues change, 
innovation has become sine 
qua non for survival and 
growth, and this is no different 
for academic institutions. Yet, 
unlike past innovations which 
took place in a relatively iso¬ 
lated perspective, today's inno¬ 
vation requires stretching out 
beyond traditional boundaries, 
especially for island states. In¬ 
ternational collaboration and 
academic networks have be¬ 
come the new driver in a 
knowledge-based economy. In 
light hereof, Prof. Dr. Ryan R. 
Peterson, recently visited 
Washington DC to explore 
new possibilities of collabora¬ 
tion in the areas of interna¬ 
tional education and research. 
Prof. Dr. Ryan R. Peterson 
holds the University of Aruba 
research chair in Institutional 
Capabilities for Island Innova¬ 
tion. "While this is my main 
field of research and scientific 
focus, I also know that we 
need to actively practice what 
we preach". 

During his educational, re¬ 
search, and science mission to 
Washington DC, Prof. Peter¬ 
son met with several institu¬ 
tions of international standing, 
including the George Washing¬ 
ton University, the American 
University, the Organization of 
American States and Gallup. 

At the George Washington 
University, Peterson met with 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, 
President Emeritus of the 
George Washington University 
and Professor of Public Ser¬ 
vice at the Stephen Trachten¬ 
berg School of Public Policy 
and Public Administration. In 
exploring their mutual interests 
in the areas of public policy 
and governance, Prof. Trach¬ 
tenberg and Prof. Peterson dis¬ 
cussed different avenues of 
public policy research between 


Aruba and Washington, and 
joint educational initiatives, in¬ 
cluding seminars, workshops 
and professional exchanges. 

These topics where also 
discussed with the American 
University, where Prof. Peter¬ 
son met with Dr. Rebecca L. 
Bellinger, Director of Interna¬ 
tional Programs at the Ameri¬ 
can University. Of particular 
interest was the exchange of 
students in the areas of sustai¬ 
nable tourism research and 
education, and the possibilities 
of joint international programs 
in which students of both the 
American University and the 
University of Aruba would 
travel abroad to actively ex¬ 
plore international sustainable 
tourism developments. 

Looking beyond educa¬ 
tional opportunities, and in line 
with his research chair respon¬ 
sibilities, and president of the 
National Council for Innova¬ 
tion and Competitiveness, 
Prof. Peterson met with the Or¬ 
ganization of American States. 
In meeting with Mr. Jorge Sag- 
giante, Executive Secretary for 
Development of the Americas, 
they discussed the importance 
and relevance of innovation 
and competitiveness for the 
sustainable development of 
Latin America and the 
Caribbean. Research on inno¬ 
vation and competitiveness, 
especially for small island 
states was deemed essential to 
move the innovation policy of 
the Caribbean forward. 

The importance of innova¬ 
tion and competitiveness was 
also addressed during a mee¬ 
ting with Mr. Gerver Torres at 
the internationally renowned 
Gallup Institute in Washington 
DC. "Of particular importance 
to national innovation is the 
wellbeing of a nation's citizens 
and the community engage¬ 
ment herein. This holds espe¬ 


cially for small island states 
with a service economy, such 
as Aruba's service economy". 
Torres and Peterson discussed 
the research agenda of the Na¬ 
tional Council for Innovation 
and Competitiveness, focusing 
on the role of employee en¬ 
gagement for innovation and 
service excellence. Torres ex¬ 
plains that without employee 
engagement there can be no 
productivity improvement, es¬ 
pecially in small states. Accor¬ 
ding to Peterson, in today's 
dynamic environment, com¬ 
petitiveness is no longer about 
solely competing but also 
about building a strong com¬ 
munity. More than service 
quality, we need to building 
service excellence. "This ap¬ 
plies not only to our tourism 
economy, but even more so to 
our citizens and community". 

"As a small island eco¬ 
nomy, it is our prime responsi¬ 
bility to build stronger insti¬ 
tutional relationships, inclu¬ 
ding social capital and com¬ 
munity engagement and 
involvement. Herein, we need 
to focus on creating new 
knowledge, new relationships, 
and new networks of opportu¬ 
nities for realizing our destiny. 
We are the captains and ste¬ 
wards of our future. Small as 
may be, we are defined by our 
smarts and savvy!"

Noord Residents get high praise from 


Government Officials! 


NOORD — During a recent 
Parliament meeting, Prime 
Minister Eman remarked that 
the weather change which took 
place a couple of weeks ago 
and caused quite some damage 
in the Noord area has pre¬ 
sented new challenges for 
Aruba. This means that Aruba 
must be better prepared for 
similar situations in the future. 
The Prime Minister expressed 
concern for the terrible damage 
caused by the rains and winds 
that destroyed so many build¬ 
ings and homes in Noord. He 
spoke of investigations that 
must be conducted to ascertain 
what exactly needs to be done 
to be better prepared. 

Several Ministers were in¬ 
vited by Parliament to inform 
Parliament what exactly had 
transpired and what is the situa¬ 
tion like today, and what is being 
done in Noord at this time. 

The Prime Minister re¬ 
marked that despite the fact 
that Aruba just recently ac¬ 
quired new equipment to alert 
us about the weather, it has 
been demonstrated that there is 
yet quite a lot of work to do in 
this area. 

Eman indicated that it is ex¬ 
tremely important that we be 
well prepared for moments 
such as what we just went 
through in Noord. The Prime 
Minister had words of praise 
for the service clubs who 
stepped in and offered their as¬ 
sistance. He was also very 
pleased that Parliament is 


showing a willingness to lend 
their cooperation as far as that 
is possible. 

Eman said that it is impera¬ 
tive that we implement some 
other structure to help alert us 
more timely in the event of 
such natural phenomena. The 
systems we now have in place 
are inadequate. It means that 
we will have to invest in new 
and more sophisticated equip¬ 
ment. We are currently de¬ 
pendent on Curacao, but the 
information may take too long 
to be disseminated in the event 
of an imminent change of 
weather. The past bad weather, 
which beamed down on Aruba, 
is something that happens 
much faster than, for example, 
a hurricane. To upgrade our 
warning system will require an 
investment of about half a mil¬ 
lion Florins, which he claims 
will be added to the national 
budget so that the necessary 
equipment may be purchased. 

Minister of Infrastructure 
Benny Seveinger was espe¬ 
cially grateful for the sponta¬ 
neous assistance received by 
different institutions and ser¬ 
vice clubs, who up to today are 
still providing support and as¬ 
sistance with respect to the si¬ 
tuation which followed the 
disaster in Noord. They de¬ 
cided not to wait for the insur¬ 
ance companies to step in and 
evaluate how they will attend 
to the damages incurred. DOW 
experts stepped in and pre¬ 
pared a report to identify what 


must be done for the damaged 
homes so that they can be in¬ 
habited again the soonest pos¬ 
sible. That work has a price 
tag, and they are now contem¬ 
plating from where they will 
draw the funds for that under¬ 
taking. If need be, they will ap¬ 
proach Parliament for a 
supplementary budget, accor¬ 
ding to Minister Sevinger. 

Some of the expenses in¬ 
curred involved the removal of 
asbestos roofs, which will cost 
about 40 thousand Aruban 
florins. The renovation of the 
Washington School will cost 
more than 300 thousand 
Aruban florins. With respect to 
Santa Anna School it will re¬ 
quire a total renovation and 
will cost a whopping 5.5 mil¬ 
lion Arubsan florins. If they in¬ 
clude the sports facilities that 
would require an additional 2 
million Aruban florins. All in 
all there was high praise for the 
residents of Noord for the calm 
and reassuring manner in 
which they responded to the 
devastating situation and for 
the marvelous support the resi¬ 
dents received from our service 
clubs and other organizations!

Humanity falls deeper into 
ecological debt: study 



PARIS (AFP) - Humankind 
will slip next week into eco¬ 
logical debt, having gobbled 
up in less then nine months 
more natural resources than 
the planet can replenish in a 
year, researchers said Tues¬ 
day. 

The most dominant 
species in Earth's history, in 
other words, is living beyond 
the planet's threshold of sus¬ 
tainability, trashing the house 
it lives in. 

At its current pace of con¬ 
sumption humankind will 
need, by 2030, a second 
globe to satisfy its voracious 


appetite and absorb all its 
waste, the report calculated. 

Earth's seven billion 
denizens — nine billion by 
mid-century — are using 
more water, cutting down 
more forests and eating more 
fish than Nature can replace, 
it said. 

At the same time, we are 
disgorging more C02, pollu¬ 
tants and chemical fertilizers 
than the atmosphere, soil and 
oceans can soak up without 
severely disrupting the 
ecosystems that have made 
our planet such a comfortable 
place for homo sapiens to 


live. 

Counting down from Jan¬ 
uary 1, the date when human 
activity exceeds its budget — 
dubbed "Earth Overshoot 
Day" — had receded by about 
three days each year since 
2001 . 

The tipping point into 
non-sustainability happened 
sometime in the 1970s, said 
the Oakland, California- 
based Global Footprint Net¬ 
work, which issued the 
report. 

This year, researchers esti¬ 
mate that the equivalent of 
Earth's resource quota will be 
depleted on September 27. 

"That's like spending your 
annual salary three months 
before the year is over, and 
eating into savings year after 
year," Global Footprint Net¬ 
work President Mathis Wack- 
emagel said in a statement. 

"Pretty soon, you run out 
of savings." 

Even as Earth's capacity to 
host our ever-expanding 
species diminishes, the de¬ 
mands on "ecosystem serv¬ 
ices" — the term scientists use 
to describe Nature's bounty - 
- continues to grow. 

"From soaring food prices 
to the crippling effects of cli¬ 
mate change, our economies 
are now confronting the real¬ 
ity of years of spending be¬ 
yond our means," 
Wackernagel said. 


Google+ social network opens 
to the world 


(AFP) — Google opened its 
Google+ social network to 
the world on Tuesday, drop¬ 
ping the need for an invita¬ 
tion to join the Internet giant's 
rival to Facebook. 

"For the past 12 weeks 
we've been in field trial, and 
during that time we've lis¬ 
tened and learned a great 
deal," Google senior vice 


president of engineering Vic 
Gundotra said in a blog post. 

"We're nowhere near 
done, but with the improve¬ 
ments we've made so far 
we're ready to move from 
field trial to beta... Anyone 
can visit google.com/+, join 
the project and connect with 
the people they care about." 


The announcement came 
as part of a list of the 10 latest 
improvements Google is 
making to the social network 
it launched in an invitation- 
only test format on June 28. 

Enhancements to Google+ 
included letting members 
take part in video-chat 
"Hangouts" using camera-en¬ 
abled smartphones or tablet 
computers, or broadcast 
video presentations to groups 
of watchers using "Hangouts 
On Air." 

Google said it has also 
woven its Internet search ex¬ 
pertise into the social nework 
by adding a query box. 

"Google+ is still in its in¬ 
fancy, of course, but we're 
more excited than ever to 
bring the nuance and richness 
of real-life sharing to soft¬ 
ware," Gundotra said. 

"Over the next day we'll 
be rolling out all of these fea¬ 
tures globally," he said.

Beijing breaks ground on 
city's tallest skyscraper

BEIJING (AFP) - Construc¬ 
tion has started on Beijing's 
tallest skyscraper, set to rise 
500 metres and shaped like a 
vase, the state-owned CITIC 
group said Tuesday. 

The building is the latest 
in a surge of ambitious con¬ 
struction projects in the Chi¬ 
nese capital, which along 
with other cities in China is 
attracting cutting-edge inter¬ 
national architects keen to 
push design boundaries. 

A groundbreaking cere¬ 
mony on the planned 500- 
metre (1,650-feet) 
tall China Zun 
tower, named after a 
type of traditional 
Chinese wine ves¬ 
sel, took place in 
Beijing Monday, a 
spokesman for 
CITIC, the build¬ 
ing's developer, told 
AFP. 

The state-owned 
investment giant 
said the tower 
would be both its 
office building and 
a tourist attraction. 


It would feature the 
latest energy-saving tech¬ 
nology, and the top floor 
would encourage sight¬ 
seeing from a platform 
and have a cafe with 
panoramic views, CITIC 
told the state-run Global 
Times. 

Online pictures of a 
model of the tower show 
a slender glass and steel 
structure that appears to 
have an observation plat¬ 
form on the roof and a 
central atrium at the top 
of the building. 

It will be built just a 
stone's throw from the 
3 3 0-metre-tall China 
World Trade Center 
Tower 3, Beijing's current 
tallest building. 

In the run-up to the 
Beijing Olympics, the 
capital added buildings 
such as the ultra-modern 
opera house — a rounded 
titanium and glass struc¬ 
ture — by French architect 
Paul Andreu, and the 
90,000-seat "Bird's Nest" sta¬ 
dium. 

The soaring, cantilevered 
China Central Television 
Tower by Dutch architectural 
wunderkind Rem Koolhaas - 
- described as one of the most 
daring pieces of architecture 
ever attempted — was also 
built to much acclaim. 

Renowned British archi¬ 
tect Norman Foster, mean¬ 
while, who designed Terminal 
3 at Beijing's international air¬ 
port, is also building CITIC 
Bank headquarters in the east¬ 
ern city of Hangzhou.

Secret to shark health could 


fight human viruses 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Sharks are primitive creatures 
but their bodies produce a so¬ 
phisticated substance that 
shows promise in fighting a 
range of human viruses from 
hepatitis to yellow fever, re¬ 
searchers said. 

The compound, called 
squalamine, was discovered in 
1993 but the study in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National Acad¬ 
emies of Sciences is the first to 
explore its potential use 
against human viruses. 

Researchers tested 

squalamine — manufactured 
from dogfish sharks’ livers — 
in lab dishes and in animal 
subjects and found it could in¬ 
hibit or control viral infec¬ 


tions, and in some cases ap¬ 
peared to cure animals of their 
ills. 

The project began when 
lead investigator, Michael Za- 
sloff, professor of surgery and 
pediatrics at Georgetown Uni¬ 
versity Medical Center, sent 
samples of squalamine to a se¬ 
ries of labs around the United 
States for testing. 

Squalamine has been syn¬ 
thesized in a lab since 1995 
and is no longer extracted di¬ 
rectly from shark tissue. 

Tissue cultures showed it 
could "inhibit the infection of 
human blood vessel cells by 
the dengue virus and human 
liver cells infected with hepa¬ 
titis B and D," said the study. 


Marijuana blocks PTSD 
symptoms in rats: study 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Mari¬ 
juana administered in a timely 
fashion could block the devel¬ 
opment of post-traumatic 
stress disorder symptoms in 
rats, a new study conducted at 
Haifa University has found. 

The study, which was con¬ 
ducted by researchers at the 
university's psychology de¬ 
partment and published in the 
Neuropsychopharmacology 
journal, found that rats which 
were treated with marijuana 
within 24 hours of a traumatic 
experience, successfully 
avoided any symptoms of 
PTSD. 

In the first part of the ex¬ 
periment, rats were exposed 
to extreme stress, and were 
found to display symptoms 
resembling PTSD in humans. 

They were then divided 
into four groups, with the first 
given no marijuana, the sec¬ 
ond given a marijuana injec¬ 
tion two hours after being 
exposed, the third after 24 


hours and the fourth after 48 
hours. 

The researchers examined 
the rats a week later and found 
that the group that had not re¬ 
ceived marijuana, as well as 
the one that received the in¬ 
jection after 48 hours, dis¬ 
played PTSD symptoms and a 
high level of anxiety. 

Although the rats in the 
other two groups also dis¬ 
played high levels of anxiety, 
the PTSD symptoms had to¬ 
tally disappeared. 

"This shows that the mari¬ 
juana administered in the 
proper 'window of time' does 
not erase the experience, but 
can help prevent the develop¬ 
ment of PTSD symptoms in 
rats," Akirav said. 

"We also found that the ef¬ 
fects of the cannabinoids were 
mediated by receptors in the 
amygdala area of the brain, 
known to be responsible for 
mediation of stress, fear and 
trauma," she noted. 


Research on animals 
showed the compound con¬ 
trolled yellow fever, Eastern 
equine encephalitis virus, and 
murine cytomegalovirus, a 
type of herpes virus that af¬ 
flicts rodents. 

Squalamine is safe for hu¬ 
mans and has been considered 
a potential tool against cancer 
and eye diseases, and some 
clinical trials for those targets 
are ongoing. 

Zasloffdiscovered 
squalamine in 1993 and is also 
known for his research on the 
natural antibiotic properties of 
frog skin.

•Get vaccinated for pneu¬ 
monia and flu. 

•Children also should get an 
Hib vaccine. 

•In some children younger than 24 months, the drug 
palivizumab may be prescribed to help avoid pneumonia as 
a complication from another respiratory condition.

IMF warns global economy in 
danger zone 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
global economy has entered "a 
dangerous new phase," with a 
recovery that is much weaker 
than was predicted just 
months ago, the International 
Monetary Fund warned Tues¬ 
day. 

Cautioning that Western 
economies could very well fall 
back into recession — with se¬ 
rious knock-on effects for the 
rest of the globe — the IMF cut 
its growth forecasts for the 
global economy to 4.0 percent 
for 2011 and 2012. 

In its twice-yearly World 
Economic Outlook report, the 
IMF predicted growth would 
be patchy across the devel¬ 
oped and developing world. 

The global economy, which 
rebounded in 2010 following 
the 2008-2009 Great Reces¬ 
sion, has been dragged down 
by persistent debt and deficit 
problems in advanced 

UAW hails 
contract 

DETROIT (AFP) - The United 
Auto Workers said Tuesday it 
succeeded in bringing back 
jobs from Mexico in a new 
contract with General Motors, 
which the union expects to 
serve as the basis for talks with 
Chrysler and Ford. 

The 6,500 new jobs created 
in the United States as a result 
of the deal are desperately 
needed amid a deep economic 
downturn and will help the 
UAW rebuild its membership 
rolls after decades of mass lay¬ 
offs and downsizing. 

"Two years ago, GM and 
Chrysler were hanging by a 
thread when President 
(Barack) Obama stepped in 


economies, particularly the 
United States and the euro¬ 
zone, it said. 

Emerging market 

economies that have been the 
recovery’s driving force, such 
as China and India, will not 
escape unscathed from the 
weakness in the advanced 
economies, the Washington- 
based lender said. 

Fiscal and financial uncer¬ 
tainty gathered steam in Au¬ 
gust, roiling financial markets 
as investors watched political 
gridlock in Washington over 
US debt and deficits and the 
spreading Greek debt crisis in 
the eurozone. 

The United States, the 
world's largest economy, suf¬ 
fered the most notable down¬ 
grade — about a percentage 
point — with gross domestic 
product growth estimated at 
1.5 percent this year and 1.8 
percent in 2012.

America," UAW president Bob

Forthe 17-nation eurozone, 
GDP growth was projected to 
slow by about a half point, to 
1.1 percent in 2012. 

Japan's economy is re¬ 
bounding from the March 
earthquake-tsunami disaster, 
the IMF said, and is expected 
to contract 0.5 percent this 
year, less than previously esti¬ 
mated, before clocking in 2.3 
percent growth in 2012. 

For emerging and develop¬ 
ing economies, the IMF said 
that capacity constraints, pol¬ 
icy tightening and slowing for¬ 
eign demand would result in 
slightly slower growth of 6.1 
percent in 2012. 

China will continue to lead 
with a 9.0 percent expansion 
next year.

I n about-face, E U says banks may need capital boost 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Commission warned 
on Tuesday that more banks 
may need a capital boost to 
cope with the eurozone debt 
crisis, reversing course after 
rebuffing the IMF on the 
health of lenders. 

European Union Competi¬ 


tion Commission Joaquin Al- 
munia said he would propose 
later this year to extend rules 
that were put in place during 
the 2008 financial crisis to en¬ 
able governments to provide 
state aid to their banks, if nec¬ 
essary, beyond this year. 


Brussels had previously re¬ 
buffed calls by IMF chief 
Christine Lagarde for an ur¬ 
gent recapitalisation of Euro¬ 
pean banks, with EU officials 
saying stress tests on their 
ability to withstand future 
crises showed most were ade¬ 
quately funded. 

The services of EU Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs Commissioner 
Olli Rehn insisted recently 
that European banks were bet¬ 
ter capitalised than a year ago. 

The IMF, in a report on the 
world economy that coincided 
with Almunia's remarks, re¬ 
peated its concerns on Tues¬ 
day with a warming that 
European banks were "heavily 
exposed" to countries facing 
rising borrowing costs. 


IMF chief economist 
Olivier Blanchard later said 
that "it seems there's been a 
180 degree turnaround in a se¬ 
ries of countries in response to 
our analysis," in comments 
made on France 24 television. 

Some EU finance ministers 
echoed the IMF's concerns at 
a weekend meeting in Wro¬ 
claw, Poland, focused on the 
debt crisis, with Spain's Elena 
Salgado and Sweden's Anders 
Borg calling for a recapitalisa¬ 
tion. 

The ministers, however, 
failed to iron out differences 
over a new rescue package for 
Greece despite mounting mar¬ 
ket expectations that the coun¬ 
try will default on its debt. 

Leading central banks took 


action last week to inject dol¬ 
lars into European banks 
struggling to raise US cur¬ 
rency from lenders wary of 
their exposure to the crisis.

Djokovic could miss Shanghai masters 
and China Open: media 



BELGRADE (AFP) - Ser¬ 
bia's Novak Djokovic, the 
world tennis number one 
seed, has a back injury and 


hinted to a Serbian paper 
Tuesday that he might miss 
the China Open and the 
Shanghai ATP masters 1000 
in October. 

"I have a partial tear of a 
(back) muscle which needs 
rest (...) it is hard to say how 
much time off I need after 
only one exam, we will deter¬ 
mine that in the days to 
come,” Djokovic told the 
sports daily Sportske Novosti. 

"What is certain is that I 
will not endanger my health 
to play in one or two tourna¬ 
ments,” he was quoted as 
saying. 


The world number one 
added that he would have to 
recuperate between three and 
six weeks which would see 
him cancel the China open 
and the Shanghai masters 
which are both played in 
early October. 

Last Saturday in the decid¬ 
ing fourth match of the Davis 
Cup match against Argentina 
in Belgrade Djokovic was 
forced to concede the rubber 
against Juan Martin Del 
Potro because of the injury, 
which also played up during 
his US Open final win over 
Rafael Nadal.

No Tiger, no problem for 
PGA, Finchem says 


ATLANTA (AFP) - The US 
PGA Tour has weathered the 
worst of ongoing global eco¬ 
nomic struggles well despite 
a 22-month win drought for 
Tiger Woods, tour commis¬ 
sioner Tim Finchem said on 
Tuesday. 

A new nine-year US tele¬ 
vision network deal an¬ 
nounced three weeks ago 
should secure growth in prize 
money from the current level 
of about $280 million, well 
above the $80 million from 
1997 when Woods won his 
first major at the Masters. 

"I think we're in good 
shape,” Finchem said.

TV riches drive US college gridiron 
realignment chaos 



NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
universities with top-level 
American football squads are 
realigning into super confer¬ 
ences, pushing aside long¬ 
time local rivalries for the 
sake of television riches. 

The chaos comes to a head 
this week after Texas A&M’s 
departure from the Big 12 for 
the Southeastern Conference 
and Pittsburgh and Syracuse 
announcing they were leav¬ 
ing the Big East for the At¬ 
lantic Coast Conference 
(ACC). 

Texas, Oklahoma, Texas 
Tech and Oklahoma State in 
the south-central United 
States could join schools 
along the Pacific coast in a 
mega-conference while 
northeastern US schools seek 
membership in the southern- 
oriented ACC. 

’’We’re very fragmented,” 
Pacific 12 commissioner 
Larry Scott said. ’’There 
seems to be a migration to¬ 
ward value and stability.” 

Suddenly university pres¬ 
idents are being forced into 
meetings to decide the fate of 
their sports programs as the 
Pacific 12 (West), Southeast¬ 
ern, Atlantic Coast and Big 
10 (Midwest) conferences 
consider expansion to 16 
schools each. 


’’The status quo is cer¬ 
tainly not stable,” Oklahoma 
University president David 
Boren said. ’’That’s one of the 
things we’re weighing: Can it 
be made stable? 

’’We’re listening with re¬ 
spect to each other at this 
point in time, but it’s too early 
to tell whether we’ll make a 
common decision or not.” 

Groups of schools were 
pushed into growing to 12 
teams when the National 
Collegiate Athletic Associa¬ 
tion (NCAA) allowed confer¬ 
ences that large to stage an 
extra championship game, 
which added lucrative televi¬ 
sion rights fees. 

Small schools struggled to 
fight their way into the big- 
money post-season bowl 
games, eventually winning a 
chance at TV riches under 
threats of scrutiny from US 
lawmakers. 

Notre Dame signed its 
own gridiron TV deal with 
NBC, telecasts of the Fight¬ 
ing Irish home games prov¬ 
ing popular enough to justify 
the move. Notre Dame is a 
non-aligned gridiron inde¬ 
pendent, allowing it to keep 
all the money. 

Many conferences share 
their bounty among all 
schools, long-time American 
football powers realizing 
they need even their long¬ 
time loser cousins among ge¬ 
ographic rivals in order to 
schedule a full season. 

The Big Ten, which has 12 
schools after adding Ne¬ 
braska this year and Penn 
State many years ago, created 
its own television network to 
carry gridiron games not 
shown by networks and boost 
attention for other sports. The 
Pacific-12 followed suit. 

But then came this year’s 
creation of the Longhorn 
Network, a 20-year deal for 


$300 million between the 
University of Texas and 
ESPN that began to alienate 
the Big 12 rivals of Texas. 
The Big 12 was just ad¬ 


justing after the loss of Ne¬ 
braska and Colorado, which 
joined Utah in creating the 
Pacific-12. A new $1.2 bil¬ 
lion television deal helped 


keep the league together, but 
not with equal money for all 
members.
